What the report described as 
another “unfortunate record” was 
also set by the spilling of 198,277 
tons of oil into the world's waters 
in the uine-month period, This 
does not include the Argo Mer- 
chant spill, the largest off a 
US. coast, which occurred last 
month. 

To the nine months, the report 
said, there were 604 incidents 
recorded involving off tankers, 
including 15 collisions between 
moving veasels, 50 fires, 164. “con- 
tacts” when . ship struck bottom, 
the dock or some other object and 
numerouz other vicissitudes. 

The wreck of the Argo Mer- 
chant and seven other accidents 
off U.S. shores last month in- 
volving oil tankers flying the 
Liberian flag have raised ques- 
tions about maritime safety and 
Tegulations ag well as the role of 
lag-of-conventenc’ shipping. 

Among the questions, some of 
which will be raised in congres- 
Siona. hearings on proposed legis- 
lation in the coming weeks, are 
the effectiveness of regulation by 
international agreement and do- 
mestic law, the standards of 
equipment and training on flag- 
of-conventence vessels and the 
performance of the U.S. Coast 
Guard in orotecting against oil 
Spills.
